Roberts' Estate Flower Display 

at Narberth Attracts Hundreds 



Floral grandeur is displayed in the 
course of the year on many noted 
Main Line estates. But probably no- 
where in the country is there so beau- 
tiful a grouping of flowers so early in 
the season as on the grounds of Per- 
cival Roberts, Jr., on State road, in 
back of Narberth. 

For some weeks past there have 
been scores of visitors daily to see 
Mr. Roberts' flowers, and on pleasant 
Saturdays and Sundays the number 
has run into the hundreds. In the 
early evening long lines of motorcars 
have parked in the neighborhood, 
while the occupants sought to obtain 
a view of the masses of bloom through 
the .narrow gateway, which offers the 
only opportunity for strangers to gaze 
upon the unusual spectacle. 

The floral display consists of an 
amazing profusion of mountain pink 
growing over a precipitous hillside. 
The elevation produces the effect of 
masses piled upon masses of bloom 
which is thus* far more spectacular 
than would be the same extent of flow- 
ers upon a level surface.

Though the flowers are mountain 
pink, only a comparative small pro- 
portion of them are pink in color. 
The shades run through many grada- 
tions, from pure white to purple, and 
this intermingling of colors adds to 
the marvel.

It was long famous for the manufac- 
ture of bridges. In 1900 the Roberts 
firm was merged into the American

Corporation was formed, the Ameri- 
can Bridge Company became one of 
its principal constituents. Mr. Rob- 
erts was made a director of the Steel 
Corporation and he has continued to 
hold that office up to the present time, 
serving also as a member of the 
Finance Committee of the board of 
directors. 

Judge Gary, long the head of the 
Steel Corporation, once referred to 
Mr. Roberts as "the greatest practical 
steel man in the world." In his early 
years Mr. Roberts studied both the 
technical and the administrative de- 
partments of the steel business 
throughout all their phases, beginning 
work at Pencoyd as a clerk and gain- 
ing promotion from rank to rank until 
he was general manager, then vice 
president and finally president of the 
original A. and P. Roberts Company. 
MacVeigh Place a Contrast. 

In striking contrast with the well- 
kept estate of Mr. Roberts is another 
property in Lower Merion, not far 
away, at Spring Mill road and Morris 
avenue. No crowds flock there now, 
though residents whose memory goes 
back 30 or 40 years recall when many 
of the world's most famous men and 
women were entertained there. That 
was when Brookfield Farm was the 
home of Wayne MacVeigh, attorney 
general under President Garfield and 
later minister to Italy.

The library up to this time, in listing 
each month the new books for pub- 
licity purposes, has included only those 
recently published. This has meant 
of course both fiction and non-fiction, 
for in spite of critical remarks on the 
taste of modern readers, the Narberth 
Library finds its non-fiction popular.

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DELPHINIUM TROUBLES — 
Why do we not see more delphiniums 
in our gardens? There should be a 
great many more tall hybrids and more 
lower growing, pale blue Bella Don- 
nas. There are several reasons and when 
once they are understood we will see 
more delphiniums and more delphinium 
fanciers, for there is no other plant in 
the hardy garden that gives anywhere 
near the return of the investment that 
does the delphinium. 

Delphiniums require a deep, clean 
soil, with good subsoil drainage and 
good surface drainage. These require- 
ments are not unusual, in fact, any plant 
that expects to live long and prosper 
requires the same conditions. By clean 
soil we mean soil that contains no 
partly decayed manure, no part- 
ly decayed leaf mold nor any other 
material that makes a condition for 
fungus growths. Acid soil is not good 
for any of our garden perennials and 
in making a perennial border or a del- 
phinium bed it is necessary to dig the 
soil to a depth of 18 inches to allow 
the roots to stretch down and support 
plants that grow to a height of six 
feet. To counteract any acid condition, 
lime, in the form of ground limestone, 
should be mixed with the soil to its 
full depth. If the soil is hard clay it 
can be broken up by mixing clean hu- 
mus or very old rotted manure with 
the clay to make it friable and mois- 
ture retaining. The limestone will 
counteract the acidity in the humus. 

Such a bed will have perfect sub- 
soil drainage and should be in the cen- 
ter and sloped to a shallow trench at 
the edges to provide perfect surface 
drainage. Here, again, are the require- 
ments for any flower bed for healthy 
plants. Water lying in a puddle over 
the crowns of delphiniums or any other 
plant will rot the plant in winter. 

Under these conditions delphiniums 
will thrive and prosper and will out- 



grow the space originally allotted to 
them and will have to be divided and 
reset. 

In old planting in unclean or poorly 
drained soil the plants will appear 
healthy in the spring, but just about 
the time they are about to flower the 
buds will turn black and the plant is 
proving that a fungus growth has at- 
tacked the root. This is called black 
rot. 

Remedies for black rot are remedies 
that will kill the fungus growth at the 
root, although the plant had better be 
reset in clean, well-drained soil if it 
is to prosper. Semcsan or Uspulun 
liquid will kill the fungus and the li- 
quid Qua-Sul will also help to rid the 
soil of fungus. But the sensible means 
is to prevent the condition that the 
fungus thrives in by providing clean 
soil and good drainage. 

Slugs are very fond of delphiniums, 
they know good things, and the shoots 
that show up in March are tempting 
food. A poison bait, known as Snarol, 
is very effective and will very promptly 
eradicate the slugs as well as cut worms 
that bother other plants.
